WHEREAS, during the period between the time the original MSHDA 
loan will be fully retired and the actual conveyance of the Development 
to the Sponsor (“Interim Period’), the Development will continue to 
meet the requirements of the Act for tax exemption and payment in liew 
of taxes and the City desires to confirm the continuation of eligibility for 
the tax exemption and payment of a 4% service charge during the 
Interim Period 


NOW, THEREFORE, it is hereby resolved that the Development and 
the property upon which it shall be constructed, shall be exempt from 
all property taxes from and after acquisition by the Sponsor and the 
Sponsor shall pay a service charge in lieu of taxes pursuant to the

In fact, 88 cents ef every general fund dollar we spend is en eur 
empleyees, That's why, when we are ferced te cut milan 
budget, there is enly se much we can squeeze fram the 2 
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NOT directly related to the cost of employees 


The decisions we've made to maintain a balanced budget have been 
tough, and we haven't made them alone. Our employees have been 
part of the solution. They have shared in the sacrifice 


Starting with my executive team, we have enacted significant reforms 
in employee benefits, and the savings are starting to show in our 
bottom line. Several of our employee unions have signed on to new 
health care plans, and we hope the rest will follow. 


In recent years Teamsters 214 has made changes to active and retiree 
health care, and reduced their retirement multiplier. Our firefighters pay 
a 15% premium share for their health insurance -- more than any other 
city employees. Teamsters 580 has signed on to our new health care 
plans, and the UAW has made changes in healthcare and pension 
contributions. 


| appreciate these sacrifices, but as the report of the Financial Health 
Team makes very clear, we still have work to do. 


Last fall | asked some of our most respected leaders in the private and 
public sectors to review Lansing’s financial health in the short and long 
term. Led by former mayor David Hollister, they worked diligently to 
provide a blueprint for a strong financial future for our city. They made 
specific recommendations for short-term, long-term and regional 
solutions to our financial challenges. 


My proposed budget incorporates many of the Financial Health Team's 
recommendations. Some of their recommendations could not be 
included in this budget because they require additional analysis and 
work with our regional partners, and will have to be pursued as we 
move forward. 


Other recommendations require the approval of the state legislature, or 
the cooperation of our employee unions, or another governmental 
entity like the school district or the county. We have already begun 
work on many of these recommendations 


In a few areas -- very few ~ | did not follow an FHT recommendation 
because | disagree with it 


For example, | will not propose reducing the city’s commitment to 
recreation programs for our youth. | understand the business case 
behind the FHT recommendation —- there are other providers for these 
services, including the school district and the YMCA. But none can 
replace the vital role of public recreation services to Lansing children 


The funds we spend on these activities are a critical investment in our 
young people, in their health and fitness, and in keeping them on the 
path to success. It is an investment in our cities’ quality of life, and it 
must continue 


Nor will | propose reducing our commitment to helping those in need - 
the city of Lansing supports key parts of the social safety net in the 
Lansing region, and I'm not going to reduce our human services efforts 
in these tough times, when the need is still so great. 


Even as we work to preserve and enhance the quality of life in our 
community, we've still got tough decisions ahead. Let's not kid 
ourselves. The FHT report makes it very clear that we have long-term 
financial challenges that must be confronted and solved. Like nearly 
every other city in Michigan, our long-term pension and retiree 
healthcare obligations are underfunded 


The Great Recession took a great toll on the value of stock-based 
investments like pension funds, and the steady drumbeat of rising 
healthcare costs has driven the projected cost of retiree health care 
ever higher. In the years ahead we will have to put even more of our 
limited resources into funding these long-term obligations. 
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| want to state unequivocally that we will keep our promises to city 
retirees. But we will also find a way to pay for those obligations without 
bankrupting the City of Lansing 


With so much gloom and doom swirling around us, I'm pleased to 
report that we've got some good news, too. Our housing market is 
starting to rebound, and that means stronger property tax revenues for 
the city 


In January we predicted a $1 million improvement in the projections we 
made last fall. We still expect to see an absolute decline in property tax 
revenues compared to last year, but not as much as previously 
estimated 


In fact, our recovery is moving faster than we thought, and we now 
project that property tax and other revenues will be another $2 million 
higher, reducing the budget shortfall for FY14 from 9 million down to 7 
million. 


There's even more good news. Late last week we received updated 
rates for our employee health insurance plans. We were expecting a 
double-digit increase, and our budget projection reflected that. Our 
new rates for next year will be about $2 million LOWER than predicted 
This brings the budget gap for FY14 from $7 million down to $5 milion. 


This is additional validation for the changes we have made to 
employee health insurance. Now, some may think we don't need to do 
more to control healthcare costs if rates are not going up this year. | 
wish that was the case, but the reality is we will be required to continue 
reducing these costs, which remain far too high 


The fact that our projected budget deficit has fallen from $11 million 
down to $5 million is a strong indicator that we are on the right track. 


My proposed budget keeps us on the right track, and closes the 
remaining budget gap, with a combination of new revenues, reduced 
expenditures, reorganizations, and strategic investments that will result 
in even more efficiencies and improvements in the delivery of essential 
public services. 


In the area of public safety, the Financial Health Team recommended a 
$1 million cut to the Lansing Police Department, plus $700,000 in 
health care savings from the police union, and a §2 million cut to the 
Lansing Fire Department 


| think most people's initial reaction to that would be to disagree. No 
‘one wants to see less police officers on the street. No one wants it to 
take longer for a fire truck or ambulance to get to your house if you 
need one. 


But the FHT concluded that those spending reductions could be 
achieved without compromising the public safety services provided to 
city residents and businesses. 


| don't disagree, but | first want to point out that the citizens of Lansing 
voted in 2011 to increase their property taxes by 4 mills to help pay for 
police, fire and roads 


Public safety continues to be MY number one priority. It is the most 
critical function of our city government. 


With the help of the millage and additional federal grants secured by 
my administration, 'm pleased to tell you that we have now brought 
back to work the last of the police officers who were laid off when our 
economy -- and the city budget -- hit rock bottom two years ago 


All eleven firefighters who were laid off have also returned to work. 
But the FHT is correct. We can achieve $700,000 in savings if the 


Lansing police union agrees to participate in the city’s new healthcare 
plans. We can save another $200,000 by paying for more police 
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operations out of the drug forfeiture fund, for a total of $900,000 in 
general fund savings 


In our fire department, we can achieve $200,000 in savings by 
reorganizing the department's command structure, and we will move 
forward on that front in FY14 


Later this year, we will also begin negotiating with our fire union to 
achieve even more savings, while maintaining the high level of service 
our citizens expect. And we continue to work with East Lansing and 
our regional partners toward greater cooperation, collaboration and 
even consolidation of our separate fire departments. 


Lansing’s fire department also pays the Board of Water and Light for 
the use of the city’s system of fire hydrants. This is a $1.5 million 
payment per year to the BWL from the city's general fund 


The FHT proposed that we move this charge to the BWL water bill. It is 
equal to about 52 cents per week for an average residential customer. 


It also brings the fire department budget to a $1.7 million savings for 
FY14, most of the way to the FHT goal of $2 million, and again, with no 
impact whatsoever on response times. 


We also pay the BWL $4 million a year from the general fund to run the 
city’s streetlights. The FHT proposed that we move that charge to the 
BWL electric bill. It is equal to about 44 cents per week for an average 
residential customer. 


Taken together, the hydrant and street light charges amount to $46 a 
year for an average residential customer - less than a dollar a week. 


This is also very close to the $45 reduction in city property taxes we 
expect to see next year on a home with a market value of $100,000 
Considering the precipitous decline in property tax revenues -- the 
largest source of funding for our police and fire departments -- the 
hydrant and streetlight charges will help us continue to provide these 
vital services 


| realize some people will be upset by even a modest increase in these 
charges. | don't blame them. | don't like it much myself. But | ask you 
to consider what has happened to cities that can't maintain public 
safety and can’t keep the street lights on 


Let me say again - that's not going to happen here. We will NOT turn 
the lights off in Lansing 


This proposal puts the charges for these basic public services where 
they belong - through their direct provider, the BWL, not through the 
general fund of the city. This is how it is done in other communities. 


It is also part of the fundamental restructuring and rebalancing of the 
revenues that are required to pay for essential city services. We can no 
longer rely on state shared revenues or the uncertainties of the real 
estate market 


Together, the hydrant and streetlight charges will generate $5.5 million 
in FY14 


What will we do with this money? In part it will compensate for the 
continued loss of property tax revenues in FY 2014, which will decline 
again in FY14 even though our projections have improved. This helps 
pay for the essential services we currently provide 


The rest we will INVEST in key strategic areas, including infrastructure, 
technology and public safety. My proposal includes: 


® an additional $1.5 million to repair roads and sidewalks; 
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$400,000 for payments on a $2 million bond investment in 
critical technology upgrades and a cabinetlevel Chief 
Information Officer to guide our modernization strategy: 


 — $900,000 for two new fire engines for LFD; and 


$100,000 for a new full-time cold case investigator for the 
LPD. 


While we struggle to come up with additional funds to repair our 
crumbling streets, the state has continued to shirk their responsibility to 
prioritize these investments. Once again, the state forces us to 
increase our investment in fixing crumbling infrastructure as they sit 
and do nothing 


That's why my proposed budget almost doubles our expenditures on 
fixing neighborhood streets and sidewalks. The police, fire and roads 
millage will generate $1.8 million for road repairs in FY14. | propose an 
additional $1.3 million for roads and $200,000 for sidewalks, for a total 
of $3.3 million 


Transforming city government into a leaner, more efficient, more 
productive organization is a process that must and will continue. That 
means investing in the technology that drives virtually everything we 
do. Behind every city service you can name is a network and servers 
and software applications. Many of those systems are antiquated and 
must be modernized 


That's why the FHT and my FY14 budget propose a significant new 
investment in technology, leveraging our AA credit rating and 
historically low interest rates to issue a $2 million technology bond 


We will also transition the city's current IT division, which is now part of 
the Finance Department, to a new Department of Information 
Technology, with a Cabinet-level Chief Information Officer to guide our 
efforts in this critical area 


The ClO will engage the Michigan Municipal Services Authority to 
determine if Lansing should participate in the statewide cloud-based 
financial management system now being developed by the cities of 
Grand Rapids and Livonia 


They will explore partnerships with the LSD, BWL and neighboring 
jurisdictions to provide shared IT services. We all use the same basic 
computing systems and the same office applications. We should be 
able to realize efficiencies -- and cost-savings - by working together. 
This, too, is a key recommendation of the FHT 


A recent newspaper article highlighted the fact that we can and must 
do better in the pursuit of cold cases - violent crimes that remain 
unsolved 


My budget proposes adding a new position to our investigations 
division -- a detective who is dedicated to pursuing leads and working 
to solve these cases. Knowing that we are stepping up our efforts to 
solve these crimes will also bring some comfort to the families who lost 
their loved ones. 


Some might ask if we will still be able to add this detective position if 
the police union does not agree to health care savings? If we don't get 
an agreement, then we certainly would have to find $700,000 
elsewhere in the police budget. The new detective position could 
indeed be in jeopardy, as well as four, grant-funded, Community Police 
Officers, whose federal funding runs out in FY15. 


We set aside money from the public safety millage in FY13 to keep 
those four Community Police Officers on the job when the grant 
expires next year. We certainly wouldn't want to do it, but if we can't 
get an agreement on health care, we would have to take that 
$436,000, plus the cold case position, for a total of $536,000. We 
would have to recover the remaining $164,000 by holding vacant 
positions open, instead of filling them. Again, a route we do not want to 
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take, and | am sure can be avoided by working together. 


| would far prefer that we hire the cold case detective, keep all of our 
Community Police Officers on the job, and continue to fill police officer 
positions when they come open 


The power to make that happen -- or not — is in the hands of the police 
union and this Council 


For the past several years we have required our full-time, non- 
emergency employees to take furloughs —- a specified number of hours 
off work each month with no pay. In FY13, this represented a 5% pay 
cut for about half of our employees, and that resulted in a half-million 
dollar savings in the city budget 


The FHT recommended that we make furloughs permanent, then 
reduce the size of our workforce by an amount equal to the furloughs 
The idea is that a smaller number of employees on a full-time schedule 
can work the same number of hours as more employees on a 
furloughed schedule. 


| recognize that this is one way to continue reducing the size of our 
workforce. Another way is to restore our current workforce to a full-time 
schedule, and then use that extra capacity to continue to transform and 
streamline city government to achieve a smaller workforce over the 
longer term 


| have chosen the latter path. My budget proposal for FY14 eliminates 
furloughs for city employees, both as a gesture of goodwill toward our 
employees, who have made a lot of sacrifices over the last few years, 
and to get our city workforce back up to full strength so we can provide 
the quality services our citizens expect, and work as a team to make 
city government more efficient and more effective 


A key part of institutional change is having the intemal capacity to 
actually do it. You must have the resources to plan the changes, and 
enough staff to keep the business of the city moving forward, while 
simultaneously developing new, more efficient ways of doing business. 


In the resource-challenged environment that currently exists in our city 
government -- one-third less employees performing the same amount 
of work - it is unreasonable to expect that we can deliver quality 
services and change how we operate without our full-time employees 
working a full-time schedule 


My proposed general fund budget for FY14 is $112 million. This is 
exactly the same amount | proposed six years ago for the 2007-2008 
fiscal year. We are operating with the same amount of money we had 
then, yet our costs have increased every year since then. Adjusted for 
inflation, my proposed budget is still less than the last budget Mayor 
Hollister proposed over a decade ago 


Property tax revenues for FY14 are projected at $37 million -- the 
same amount we collected in Fiscal Year 2008, but that's only because 
of the additional millage passed by voters in 2011. Without the millage 
we would be in a far worse financial shape, and would likely have less 
police officers and less firefighters. 


Yet the cost of operating any business increases each year due to 
inflation in the cost of things like the supplies we purchase, the energy 
we use, and in employee compensation, especially health insurance 
and pension costs 


The revenue that pays for these things also needs to grow to keep up 
with the cost increases. In a healthy real estate market, that's exactly 
what happens. Property values grow over time, and so do property tax 
revenues. 

Over the past seven years the exact opposite has happened 


With these fundamental changes in our primary funding sources -- a 
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seemingly permanent reduction in state shared revenues and a lost 
decade of property taxes -- we must find a more stable, predictable 
way to finance municipal government 


The evidence is overwhelming that the model for financing municipal 
government is broken, and it must be fixed. | have invited Govemor 
Snyder to partner with us to figure out solutions, but in the meantime 
we have to start making it happen ourselves 


We will have to be more reliant on charging fees that cover our actual 
costs of providing services. It is no different than the private sector: A 
business that doesn't charge customers enough to cover its operating 
costs will fail 


Toward this end, my budget proposes a little more than a half-million 
dollars in fee increases. The largest portion of the proposed increase is 
in ambulance fees, most of which is reimbursed by insurance. As we 
did last year, my proposal for FY14 pegs our ambulance rates to the 
insurance reimbursement rate 


One measure that is not in my budget proposal is the possible 
refinancing of our Tax Increment Finance Authority or TIFA. Our TIFA 
is running a deficit due to the historic decline in property values, and 
also because three state office buildings have been taken off our tax 
rolls in recent years, costing the TIFA more than $2.3 million annually 


We are aggressively pursuing a plan to refinance the TIFA debt, taking 
advantage of historically low interest rates, which would eliminate the 
need for our general fund to subsidize the TIFA in FY14. However, any 
such refinancing will require an act of the state legislature. We will 
seek that authorization, but we can not be certain that such action will 
be forthcoming in time or at all 


For this reason the potential savings from refinancing the TIFA are not 
included in my budget proposal. | am, however, outlining a plan for 
using the estimated $1.4 million in savings, if the refinancing is 
approved by the legislature 


Half of the proceeds - about $700,000 -- should be retumed to our 
rainy day fund, consistent with the recommendation of the FHT to 
increase our reserves by $1 million. Our reserves have dwindled to 
dangerously low levels due to the Great Recession, and we must 
rebuild them to ensure that we have resources available for an 
emergency and to keep a strong city credit rating 


The other half should go to pre-funding retiree health insurance, also 
recommended for a million dollar increase by the FHT. We must 
continue to address the long-term financial obligations to our 1,400 
retirees. It is in their interest, as well as our own, to ensure that we 
have financially sound retirement plans 


In FY14 | propose a number of additional measures designed to 
improve the efficiency and effectiveness of our city government 


© We will utilize vacant space on the fifth floor of City Hall to 
consolidate city records storage in our own building, rather 
than paying someone else to house and manage them 


© We will work with the BWL on a joint purchasing agreement, 
to take advantage of the fact that we buy many of the same 
supplies and services. It is a natural fit with our hometown 
power company 


© My budget proposes moving the city’s pension analyst out of 
the general fund and to our pension funds. Obviously the 
pension funds should be paying for their own analyst, not 
shifting that cost to taxpayers. This can be done in a way 
that won't impact the health of the systems and results in a 
significant savings to our general fund 
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| will also propose reorganizing several aspects of our city government, 
beginning with our parking enforcement division 


© Our parking enforcement staff will become civilian 
employees of the Lansing Police Department. It has never 
made sense for our Planning and Neighborhood 
Development department to be in the business of writing 
parking tickets. This realignment puts this function where it 
belongs 


© We also propose to move our Code Compliance division to 
the office of the Fire Marshall, again matching up core 
functions with the agency that is best-suited to provide them, 
streamlining operations and improving efficiency 


We will pursue these and other measures to streamline our city 
government and get more bang from the taxpayer's buck 


My friends, Lansing has survived the Great Recession! We've come 
through the storm and we are alive and well. That's something to be 
proud of. 


We did it by pulling together, being nimble, innovative and through 
sacrifice. Now that the storm has passed, it is clearer than ever that we 
have work to do. And | have every confidence we are up to the 
challenge. 


Lansing is NOT going the way of some other cities that stayed in denial 
until it was too late. We know what needs to be done and we are 
committed to doing the heavy lifting - This year, next year and the next 
- to get and keep Lansing on the road to financial health 


But we will do more than crunch the numbers. We will never forget that 
when numbers are crunched, people can get squeezed. 


So we will balance the budget and make tough decisions that put 
people first. 


We will apply business sense but never forget that the business we are 
in is serving the people of Lansing and preserving the quality of life 
here. 


Having come through the storm, | must tell you that | have never been 
more excited about Lansing’s future than | am standing here tonight 
We have challenges, but we are up to them 


We can turn the stumbling blocks to stepping stones and the lemons 
into lemonade if only we can pull together - all of us - and begin rowing 
in the same direction. Let's not make the mistake that some other 
communities have of spending so much energy fighting one another 
internally, that the state must come in and settle things for us 


We can do this. We have the tools. We have the vision. This budget 
will help take us where we need to go. 


Council Members, friends here and at home, make no mistake 
Lansing is powered up and poised to be a productive powerhouse on a 
myriad of fronts. We are yet becoming that world class city that David 
Hollister challenged us to be. We will be one of the great Midwestem 
capital cities. Have no doubt. Lansing is on its way back up.

COMMITTEE REPORT 
BY THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


The Committee on Public Safety began in 2010 working with the City 
Attorney and the Director of Animal Control to review the most effective 
way to deal with nuisance and vicious dogs within the City of Lansing 
The Committee held four meetings in 2010 and three meetings in 
2013, 


In 2002 the Lansing City Council, after much consideration and 
working with the Ingham County Animal Control, adopted a City 
ordinance that stated no owner shall permit his or her dog to run at 
large within the City. A dog running at large in violation of this chapter 
at least twice within any continuous six-month period of time is hereby 
deemed to be a nuisance. A dog owner is required to confine or secure 
his or her dog within the limits of the owner's premises, except when 
the dog is securely tethered on a leash and under the control of a 
person holding the leash who is capable of restraining the dog at all 
times. Violation of this ordinance is a misdemeanor which could result 
in a fine up to $500.00 and up to 90 days in jail. This was to be 
enforced by the Lansing Police Department; the goal of this ordinance 
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was to deal with the owner of the animal. 


The Neighborhood Specialist within the City Attomey's Office after 
receiving complaints would also send a warning letter to the address of 
the offender after receiving information 


During meeting of the Committee on Public Safety in 2010, Mr. Smith, 
City Attormey was to develop a reporting system in conjunction with the 
Ingham Animal Control on any complaints the City of Lansing receives 
of dogs at large, nuisance, and vicious dogs. This system was to 
include copies of any warning letters and ticket violation under the 
“Dogs running at large: nuisance; leash ordinance.” Mr. Smith was also 
to consult with the Ingham County Prosecutor Dunning with regards to 
enforcement 


Staff in the City Attorney's office was to develop a policy that outlines 
the issues and the information needed to proceed so everyone was on 
the same page regardless of who was working on the case. A 
comparable policy that would coordinate LPD and the City Attomey's 
Office based on complaints would help build a case for the County 
when they need to take a case to court to demonstrate a nuisance 
property owner/dog owner. 


Director McAloon would also share information on complaints or 
actions taken with regard to nuisance animals with the City Attorney's 
office, particularly concerning vicious animals. Mr. Smith suggested 
that if the County becomes aware of situations which fall under the 
City's limited ordinances, if provided the information, we could enforce 
those ordinances as another tool toward dealing with nuisance 
animals 


In 2013 due to complaints regarding the enforcement of the "Dogs 
running at large; nuisance; leash ordinance” and a request from Mayor 
Virg Bernero to develop a “Vicious Dog Ordinance,” the Committee on 
Public Safety held three meetings. At those meetings, the Committee 
Members reviewed information which included current City and County 
ordinances, as well as State statutes, that we have at our disposal 
The Committee also analyzed whether the current ordinances were 
working, or if changes needed to be made. 


The Committee on Public Safety received numerous email messages, 
phone calls and letters concerning the adoption of a breed specific 
ordinance. The majority of these requested that any new ordinances 
under consideration by the Committee on Public Safety not be breed 
specific. Early on, the consensus of the Committee was this was not a 
breed problem, but an owner problem 


Director Jamie McAloon of Animal Control explained the definition to 
the Committee of vicious dog and dog vs. dog. Vicious behavior of a 
dog could include charging at a fence intimidating people, causing 
property damage with vicious habits, etc. It is not always a dog bite 
that determines whether a dog is vicious. It is more about dogs 
intimidating people, other dogs, and other animals 


More than 70 percent of dog bites are from unneutered male dogs 
Chaining or tethering a male dog causes stress and ferocious 
behavior. Of dogs involved in fatal attacks, 97 percent were from 
unneutered males. Dogs that were abused or neglected equaled 84 
percent of bites. Even the National Animal Control Association has 
denounced the effectiveness of breed specific legislation. Instead of 
any kind of breed restrictions or bans on certain breeds we should 
consider dog bite prevention programs, community spay and neuter 
programs, but our resources are limited. Also the Committee was 
encouraged to enforce the "Dogs running at large; nuisance; leash 
ordinance.” 


According to an investigation by the Humane Society of the United 
States into the cases of 20 pit bull-related human fatalities, none of the 
dogs involved in those attacks were spayed or neutered and only 10% 
were vaccinated. 
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A review of policies that were to be adopted by City Attorney's office in 
2010 was discussed in the meetings held in 2013. None of the 
recommendations made by the Committee on Public Safety in 2010 
were implemented within the City Attomey’s office 


Ms. Brewer, 54A District Court presented information on the number of 
cases handled by the Courts. The number of ticket violations written 
between 2011 and 2012 against the “Dogs running at large; nuisance; 
leash ordinance” was three. 


Director McAloon stated that many times when her staff is called to a 
dog at large situation, the animal is often back home again before they 
are able to respond. Unless there is a witness, Animal Control cannot 
file a complaint on those cases 


The public had concems regarding situations where dog owners 
release their dogs out when delivery, mail, and utility workers. The 
questions were answered as to the approach that should be taken if 
this occurs. Director McAloon stated people need to call Animal 
Control and make a complaint. Animal Control will then track the 
complaint and investigate it. Every case is investigated. If the case is 
prosecuted, the owner could lose the dog, receive court fines, and/or 
be sent to jail. People must remember that a case is only as good as 
your witnesses. 


Based on the information provided to the Committee the following 
recommendations were made. 


Recommendation by Committee on Public Safety: 


1. Ingham County Animal Control is establishing a phone line 
for police officers to call in information while they are at the 
scene of an incident. Animal Control staff will then follow up 
on the matter the next day. Officers will be asked to carry 
hotline cards that list a direct line to record information for 
Animal Control 
(Lack of information is the biggest road block for 
enforcement of current City and County ordinance as well as 
State statutes) 


2. Training by the City Attorney Office and Ingham Animal 
Control for Lansing Police Department on enforcement of 
current City and County ordinance as well as State statutes. 
(In talking with officers some were unaware of the “Dogs 
running at large; nuisance; leash ordinance.”) 


3. City Attorney will develop a reporting system in conjunction 
with the Ingham County Animal Control on any complaints 
the City of Lansing receives on dogs at large, nuisance, and 
vicious dogs. This system is to include copies of any warning 
letters and ticket violations under the “Dogs running at large: 
nuisance; leash ordinance.” 


4. The City Attorney's office is to develop a policy that outlines 
the issues and the information needed to proceed so 
everyone was on the same page no matter who is working 
on the case. A comparable policy that would coordinate LPD 
and the City Attorney's Office based on complaints would 
help build a case for the County when they need to take a 
case to court to demonstrate a nuisance property /owner/dog 
owner. The City Attorney will consult with the Ingham County 
Prosecutor with regards to enforcement 


5. Ingham County Animal Control will share information on 
complaints or actions taken with regard to nuisance animals 
with the City Attorney’s office, particularly with vicious 
animals. If the County becomes aware of situations which 
fall under the City's limited ordinances, they are to provide 
the information to the City Attormey. The City Attorney will 
enforce those ordinances as another tool toward dealing with 
nuisance animals 
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6. Ingham County Animal Control will work with the Post Office, 
Consumers Power, UPS, and BWL to do an educational 
seminar where they could invite supervisors and personnel 
to have some training on how to deal with an aggressive 
dogs and how to report and document those issues. 


7. The Court Administer, Ms. Brewer, will add to the quarter 
County-wide Judicial Judges Meeting scheduled in May an 
educational component for the judicial branch regarding 
dogs at large, nuisance, and vicious dogs 


8. To establish an alternative site in Lansing for Police Officer 
who have picked up a dog at large to deposit the animal 
instead of going out to Mason with the animal 
(Suggestions included a fenced in area at the 911 Center 
located on Jolly Road) 


9. To work with volunteers to establish educational classes that 
can be given at Community Centers and Schools to educate 
the public on what to do if encountering a dog at large 


10. Provide information to the public on neuter programs, shots 
and licensing of dogs. 


11. Revisit this issue after August 1, 2013 to determine which 
recommendations have or have not been implemented. If the 
recommendations have not been implemented, the 
committee will request information as to why they have not 
Once recommendations are fully implemented, the 
committee will review the effectiveness of the 
recommendations. Once fully implemented, review the 
effectiveness of the recommendations

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the “City") determines it to be 
necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of the City and its 
residents and employees to acquire approximately 38,000 new 
wheeled recycling carts and 5 new recycling trucks with automated 
pickup arms (the ‘Property’) at a total estimated cost of not-to-exceed 
$3,400,000; and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Act 99, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1933, as amended ("Act 99"), the City Council is authorized to enter 
into any contracts or agreements for the purchase of real or personal 
property for public purposes, to be paid for in installments over a 
period not to exceed the useful life of the property acquired, as 
determined by resolution of the City Council, or 15 years, whichever is 
less; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize the Interim Finance 
Director (the “Authorized Officer’) to negotiate the installment purchase 
financing of the Property without the necessity of the City Council 
taking further action 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 
4 The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to negotiate one 
or more installment purchase agreements or contracts with the sellers 
of the Property and a bank or other financial institution, in substantially 
the form as she shall, in consultation with counsel, determine to be 
appropriate. Principal payable pursuant to the installment purchase 
agreements or contracts shall be payable over a period to be 
determined by the Authorized Officer but in any event not to exceed 
the useful life of the Property set forth in Section 2 of this Resolution 
The net interest cost payable under the instalment purchase 
agreements or contracts shall not exceed 5.00% per annum, and the 
aggregate principal amount to be paid by the City under the installment 
purchase agreements or contracts shall not exceed $3, 400, 000. 

2 The useful life of the recycling carts is hereby determined to 
be not less than 9 years. The useful life of the recycling trucks is 
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hereby determined to be not less than 8 years. The acquisition of the 
Property and the approval of the installment purchase agreements or 
contracts hereby are found and declared to be for a valid public 
purpose and in the best interest of the health and welfare of the 
residents ofthe City 

3 The City hereby agrees to include in its budget for each year 
a sum which will be sufficient to pay the principal of and the interest 
coming due under the installment purchase agreements or contracts 
before each following fiscal year. In addition, the City hereby pledges 
to levy, if necessary, ad valorem taxes on all taxable property in the 
City each year in an amount necessary to make its debt service 
payments under the installment purchase agreements or contracts, 
subject to applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate 
limitations. 

4 The Authorized Officer is hereby directed and authorized to 
execute and deliver the installment purchase agreements or contracts 
in final form, and to execute and deliver such additional documentation 
as shall be necessary to effectuate the closing contemplated by the 
installment purchase agreements or contracts and the assignment 
thereof, including requisition certificates (if provided by the form of 
installment purchase agreement or contract) providing payment to the 
sellers of the Property upon delivery of any portion of the Property or 
for reimbursement of previously appropriated or advanced costs 

5 The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to make all 
administrative transfers necessary to implement this resolution, 
including current fiscal year debt service account, and to establish 
appropriate construction and financing accounts. 

6 The City covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, the 
City shall take all actions within its control necessary to maintain the 
exclusion of the interest component of the payments due under the 
installment purchase agreements or contracts from adjusted gross 
income for general federal income tax purposes under the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Internal Revenue Code”) 
including but not limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage 
earnings, if applicable 

7 The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for 
the purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas. Reg. 
§ 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code: 

(a) The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself with 
proceeds of debt to be incurred by the City for the expenditures made 
to pay certain costs associated with the Property which were or will be 
paid subsequent to sixty (60) days prior to the date hereof from the 
general funds or capital fund of the City. 

(b) As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of debt 
expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, including 
reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $3,400,000, which debt may 
be issued in one or more series and/or together with debt for other 
purposes. 

(c) A reimbursement allocation of the expenditures described in 
paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the borrowing described 
herein will occur not later than 18 months after the later of (i) the date 
‘on which the expenditure is paid, or (ii) the date the Property is placed 
in service or abandoned, but in no event more than three (3) years 
after the original expenditure is paid. A reimbursement allocation is an 
allocation in writing that evidences the City’s use of the proceeds of the 
debt to be issued for the Property to reimburse the City for a capital 
expenditure made pursuant to this Resolution 

() The expenditures for the Property are “capital expenditures” 
as defined in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-1(b), which are any costs of a type 
which are properly chargeable to a capital account (or would be so 
chargeable with a proper election or with the application of the 
definition of "placed in service” under Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(c)) under 
general Federal income tax principles (as determined at the time the 
expenditure is paid). 

(e) No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in 
reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a manner 
described in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(h) with respect to abusive uses of 
such proceeds, including, but not limited to, using funds corresponding 
to the proceeds of the borrowing in a manner that results in the 
creation of replacement proceeds (within Treas.

ORDINANCE NO. 1186 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LANSING 
BY AMENDING CHAPTER 884 AND ADDING A NEW SECTION 
884.12 FOR THE PURPOSES OF PROVIDING FOR A SERVICE 
CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR TWENTY-FOUR LOW OR 
MODERATE INCOME ELDERLY DWELLING UNITS IN A PROJECT 
KNOWN AS LIBERTY VILLAGE, PURSUANT TO THE PROVISIONS 
OF THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY ACT OF 
1966, AS AMENDED. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1 That Chapter 884 of the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to add a new section 884.12 
to read as follows: 


884.12 LIBERTY VILLAGE 

(A) PURPOSE. IT IS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT IT IS A 
PROPER PUBLIC PURPOSE OF THE STATE AND ITS POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISIONS TO PROVIDE HOUSING FOR ITS RESIDENTS OF 
LOW AND MODERATE INCOME AND TO ENCOURAGE THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF SUCH HOUSING BY PROVIDING FOR A 
SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF PROPERTY TAXES IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY ACT OF 1966, BEING PUBLIC ACT 346 OF 1966, AS 
AMENDED [MCL 125.1401, ET SEQ]. THE CITY IS AUTHORIZED 
BY SUCH ACT TO ESTABLISH OR CHANGE THE SERVICE 
CHARGE TO BE PAID IN LIEU OF TAXES BY ANY OR ALL 
CLASSES OF HOUSING EXEMPT FROM TAXATION UNDER SUCH 
ACT AT ANY AMOUNT IT CHOOSES, NOT TO EXCEED THE 
TAXES THAT WOULD BE PAID BUT FOR THIS ACT. IT IS 
FURTHER ACKNOWLEDGED THAT SUCH HOUSING FOR 
ELDERLY PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME IS A 
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PUBLIC NECESSITY, AND AS THE CITY WILL BE BENEFITED AND 
IMPROVED BY SUCH HOUSING, THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF THE 
SAME BY PROVIDING CERTAIN REAL ESTATE TAX EXEMPTION 
FOR SUCH HOUSING IS A VALID PUBLIC PURPOSE. 

(B) DEFINITIONS. 

1. “ACT” MEANS: THE STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY ACT, BEING PUBLIC 
ACT 346 OF 1966, AS AMENDED. 

2. “ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS’ MEANS THE TOTAL 
COLLECTIONS DURING AN AGREED ANNUAL 
PERIOD FROM ALL ELDERLY PERSONS OF LOW 
OR MODERATE INCOME, OCCUPYING THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT REPRESENTING RENTS 
FOR OCCUPANCY, WHICH RENTAL AMOUNTS 
SHALL BE EXCLUSIVE OF CHARGES FOR GAS, 
ELECTRICITY, HEAT OR OTHER UTILITIES 
FURNISHED TO THE OCCUPANTS. 

3. “AUTHORITY” MEANS THE MICHIGAN STATE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY. 

4. “CONTRACT RENTS" ARE AS DEFINED BY THE U.S. 
DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND URBAN 
DEVELOPMENT IN REGULATIONS PROMULGATED 
PURSUANT TO SECTION 8 OF THE U.S. HOUSING 
ACT OF 1937, AS AMENDED BY THE HOUSING AND 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT ACT OF 1974. 

5. “ELDERLY PERSONS" MEANS (i) A SINGLE 
PERSON WHO IS FIFTY-FIVE (55) YEARS OF AGE 
OR OLDER OR A HOUSEHOLD IN WHICH AT LEAST 
ONE MEMBER IS 55 YEARS OLD OR OLDER OR; (ii) 
A PERSON WITH DISABILITIES, A DISABLED 
FAMILY, OR DISPLACED FAMILY, ALL AS DEFINED 
IN 24 CFR 5.403. 

6. “FEDERALLY-AIDED MORTGAGE” MEANS ANY OF 
THE FOLLOWING: 

i A MORTGAGE INSURED, PURCHASED, OR 
HELD BY THE SECRETARY OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND URBAN 
DEVELOPMENT ("HUD") OR UNITED STATES 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE - RURAL 
DEVELOPMENT (“USDA-RD"); 

ii, A MORTGAGE RECEIVING INTEREST CREDIT 
REDUCTION PAYMENTS PROVIDED BY HUD 
OR USDA-RD; 

ii. A HOUSING DEVELOPMENT TO WHICH THE 
AUTHORITY ALLOCATES LOW INCOME 
HOUSING TAX CREDITS UNDER SECTION 22b 
OF THE ACT; OR 

iv. A MORTGAGE RECEIVING SPECIAL BENEFITS 
UNDER OTHER FEDERAL LAW DESIGNATED 
SPECIFICALLY TO DEVELOP LOW AND 
MODERATE- INCOME HOUSING, CONSISTENT 
WITH THE ACT. 


7. “HOUSING DEVELOPMENT’ OR “DEVELOPMENT” 
MEANS A DEVELOPMENT WHICH CONTAINS A 
SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING FOR 
ELDERLY PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE 
INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF OTHER 
HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, — RECREATIONAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL AND EDUCATIONAL 
FACILITIES AS THE AUTHORITY MAY DETERMINE 
WILL IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF THE 
DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR 
PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME. FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF THIS SECTION, THE NAME OF 
THIS DEVELOPMENT IS LIBERTY VILLAGE, AND IT 
CONSISTS OF TWENTY-FOUR (24) UNITS OF

5. IN ADDITION TO THE CERTIFICATION REQUIRED 
PURSUANT TO PARAGRAPH 4 OF _ THIS 
SUBSECTION (C), THE SPONSOR SHALL PROVIDE 
FOR THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT ANNUALLY IN 
WRITING TO THE CITY ASSESSOR FOR THE 
PRECEDING YEAR IN WHICH THE PROPERTY TAX 
EXEMPTION WAS IN EFFECT. 

i THE ANNUAL AUDITED ACCOUNTING REPORT 
FOR THE PAYMENT IN LIEU OF TAXES; AND 

ii, A CERTIFIED STATEMENT IDENTIFYING ALL 
THE UNITS RENTED TO ELDERLY PERSONS 
OF LOW OF MODERATE INCOME; AND 

ii, IF REQUESTED BY THE CITY, PROOF THAT 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT UNITS HAVE 
NOT INCREASED, DECREASED, OR BEEN 
ALTERED IN ANY FORM, UNLESS THE CITY 
HAS OTHERWISE AMENDED THE PROVISIONS 
OF THIS SECTION. 

(D) LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT OF THE ANNUAL 
SERVICE CHARGE. NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (C), THE 
SERVICE CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF TAXES 
FOR THE PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
THAT IS TAX EXEMPT AND OCCUPIED BY OTHER THAN LOW OR 
MODERATE INCOME ELDERLY PERSONS SHALL BE EQUAL TO 
THE FULL AMOUNT OF THE TAXES THAT WOULD OTHERWISE 
BE DUE AND PAYABLE ON THAT PORTION OF THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IF THE PROJECT WERE NOT TAX 
EXEMPT. 

(E) PAYMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE. THE 
SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES, AS ESTABLISHED UNDER 
THIS SECTION, SHALL BE PAYABLE IN THE SAME MANNER AS 
GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE TO THE CITY, 
EXCEPT THAT THE ANNUAL PAYMENT SHALL BE MADE ON OR 
BEFORE JULY 1 OF THE YEAR FOLLOWING THE YEAR UPON 
WHICH SUCH CHARGE IS CALCULATED. 

(F) CONTRACTUAL EFFECT. NOTWITHSTANDING THE 
PROVISIONS OF SECTION 15(A)(5) OF THE ACT TO THE 
CONTRARY, A CONTRACT BETWEEN THE CITY AND THE 
SPONSOR WITH THE AUTHORITY AS THIRD PARTY 
BENEFICIARY UNDER THE CONTRACT, TO PROVIDE TAX 
EXEMPTION AND ACCEPT PAYMENT IN LIEU OF TAXES AS 
PREVIOUSLY DESCRIBED, IS EFFECTUATED BY THE

WHEREAS, a review was completed by staff evaluating the character, 
location and impact this proposal would have on the surrounding area 
and the impact on the environment, utilities, services and compliance 
with the Zoning Code and objectives of the Comprehensive Plan; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board held a public hearing on August 6, 
2013, at which seven (7) representatives of the church, the applicant's 
architect, the current owners of the building, two area residents and 
one other person spoke in favor of the request and no other comments 
were received; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board, at its August 6, 2013 meeting, voted 
(5-0) to recommend denial of SLU-3-2013 for a Special Land Use 
permit to allow a church in the building at 1115 S Washington Avenue; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council held public hearings regarding 
SLU-3-2013 on September 23rd and October 14, 2013, at which 
representatives of the church spoke in favor of the request and 
comments were received; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Development and Planning has 
reviewed the report and recommendation of the Planning Board and 
does not concur therewith; and 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council 
hereby approves SLU-3-2013 to utilize the building at 1115 S 
Washington for a church with the following conditions: 


1. The applicant agrees in writing, that it will not object to the 
issuance of liquor licenses in the area, and further agrees 
that new liquor licenses may be issued without a hearing 


2. The applicant agrees to no curb cut onto S Washington 
Street, and to utilize the alley for all vehicular traffic and 
deliveries. 


3. The applicant agrees to convert the building into a 
condominium and to record a Master Deed with the Ingham 
County Register of Deeds by December 31, 2013 


4. The northeastern portion of the building (4,106 sq ft) will be 
used as a commercial banquet center ("CBC") and kept on 
the tax rolls 


5. Following recording of the Master Deed, the CBC unit will be 
owned by a limited liability company and fully taxable 


6. The CBC will not be deemed a “church” for purposes of 
issuing new liquor licenses within 500 ft of the property 


7. Any subsequent owner of all or any portion (including a 
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condominium unit) of the property shall abide by and comply 
with these terms as a Condition for the renewal or 
continuation of this Special Land Use Permit. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Special Land Use permit shall 
remain in effect only so long as the petitioner fully complies with this 
resolution, and if the petitioner or any subsequent owner or occupant 
fails to comply, the Special Land Use permit may be terminated by City 
Council Resolution 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that in granting this request, the City 
Council determines the criteria set forth in Section 1282.03(f)(1)-(9) 
have been satisfied after an evaluation of the facts related to the 
Riverview Church permit request, and by so doing finds the following 


1. The proposed Special Land Use is compatible and 
harmonious with the essential character of the adjacent 
property and surrounding area uses. 

2. The proposed Special Land Use will not change the 
essential character of the surrounding properties. 

3. The proposed Special Land Use will not interfere with the 
general enjoyment of adjacent properties 

4. The proposed Special Land Use will not adversely impact 
adjacent properties as it will be an improvement to the use or 
character of the property under consideration 

5. The proposed Special Land Use will not adversely impact 
the health, safety and welfare of person or property in the 
surrounding area and the Special Land Use will not be 
hazardous to adjacent properties 

6. The proposed Special Land Use can be adequately served 
by essential public facilities and services. 

7. The proposed Special Land Use will not place any demands 
on public services and facilities in excess of current 
capacities 

8. The proposed Special Land Use is consistent with the intent 
and purposes of the Zoning Code and the Design Lansing 
Comprehensive Master Plans. 

9. The proposed Special Land Use will comply with the 
dimensional requirements of the Zoning Ordinance.

* establish an asset management plan; 
* establish a plan for wastewater/stormwater; and

("Grant") be requested from the MFA and the DEQ to pay for the

2. The proposed form of the SAW Grant Agreement between the 
Municipality, the MFA and DEQ (attached Sample Grant Agreement) is, 
hereby approved and the Authorized Representative is authorized and 
directed to execute the SAW Grant Agreement with such revisions as 
are permitted by law and agreed to by the Authorized Representative 


3. The Municipality shall repay the Grant, within 90 days of being 
informed to do so, with interest at a rate not to exceed 8 percent per 
year, to the Authority if the Municipality is unable to, or decides not to, 
proceed with constructing the project or implementing the asset 
management program for which the funding is provided within 3 years 
of the Grant award. 


4. The Grant, if repayable, shall be a first budget obligation of the 
Municipality, and the Municipality is required, if necessary, to levy ad 
valorem taxes on all taxable property in the Municipality for the 
payment thereof, subject to applicable constitutional, statutory and 
Municipality tax rate limitations. 
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5. The Municipality shall not invest, reinvest or accumulate any 
moneys deemed to be Grant funds, nor shall it use Grant funds for the 
general local government administration activities or activities 
performed by municipal employees that are unrelated to the project. 


6. The Authorized Representative is hereby jointly or severally 
authorized to take any actions necessary to comply with the 
requirements of the MFA and the DEQ in connection with the issuance 
of the Grant.

7. The Municipality acknowledges that the SAW Grant Agreement is a
